IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM 0. DOBLER 
Considerable controv ersy is being develop ed and its ac­ 
celeration is most likely in regard to th e recently comp leted 
Great Plains Sch ool District Organization Project. Th e p roj­ 
ect was commenced about two y ears ago as a federal 
p rogram to furth er th e cause of education in IVIissouii, 
Nebraska, Iowa and South Dakota. 
Th e p roject is now disbanded but its rep ort lives on 
— a rep ort on wh at each of th e four states h ave by way 
of an educational sv stem from kindergarten th rough Kth 
grade and wh at migh t be done to imp rove th ose sy stems. 
It is in th e category of imp rov ement th at th e firewoiks 
are found. .\s nearly as we can understand it, th e rep oit 
calls for redistricting and restructuring of th e educational 
sy stem in th e Cornh iisker state. 
★ 
As any one knows, wh en y ou si>eak of redistricting, y ou 
are asking for trouble. To redistrict means to consolidate, 
to p ut two or more indep endent sch ool districts with in th e 
same district. 
. 
MTien voii take such action, it lends to dilute th e p rincip le 
of 
local control. 
Rath er th an a tax p ay er with influence 
with in h is single small district, 
one becomes a tax p ay er 
with a little less infliieiice with in a larger district. 
.And a lot of oth er th ings h ap p en. Consolidation can 
ch ange th e tax rate because it can and often does mean 
an imp rov ement in th e quality 
of education as well as 
greater efficiency . Too. it ch anges distances, sometimes 
requires miles more trav el on th e p art of students to get 
to th eir new district. 
All of th is would h ap p en if and wh en th e Great Plains 
p roject ev er becomes a reality . Before th is can h ap p en, 
h owever, it must obtain th e backing of someone such as 
th e State Dep artment of Education or th e gov ernor and 
th en must be imp lemented by th e Legislature. 


It is likely to get th e backing it needs from th e Dep art­ 
ment of Education. Ap p arently , th e p roject rep ort calls 
for a th ree-level administration of elementary and secondary 
education in th e state, with th e p ossible ex cep tion of Omah a 
and Lincoln. 
At th e top would be th e state, with full auth ority over 
any and all matters. At th e second level would be a number 
of districts, rep ortedly as many as 19 or as few as 12, 
with jurisdiction ov er a number of still smaller units. 
Th e smaller units would be th e indiv idual sch ool districts 
wh ich would, by delegation of auth ority f r o m th e state, 
h av e administrativ e resp onsibility at th e local level. But 
even th ese districts could be quite large geograp h ically . 
The intermedia te a rea s wo uld enco mpa ss a minimum 
o f 10,000 students, which co uld be a substa ntia l number o f 
co unties in so me o f the spa rsely settled western districts 
o f the sta te. One so urce repo rts lo ca l districts wo uld ha v e 
to ha v e 1,500 students but the repo rt itself sta tes tha t size 
in a ll ca ses sho uld be a v a ria ble, no t a n a bso lute fig ure. 
★ 
Th ere ap p arently is some consideration being given to 
tax ing auth ority reking with th e intermediate area rath er 
th an th e local district or th e state. Rumors of forced boarding 
of students are h eard but accounts of th e p roject rep ort 
make no mention of th is. 
One thing is certa in — the Grea t Pla ins pro ject ha s 
stirred up a ho rnet’s nest in ma ny pa rts o f Nebra ska . 
Co nsistently a bsent in mo st discussio n is wha t the pro ject 
mig ht o r mig ht no t mea n fo r the children who need a n 
educa tio n. 
Local control, not quality of education, is th e dominant 
p oint of controv ersy . Also obvious is th e fact th at th e State 
Dep artment of Education h as a h uge job to do in informing 
p eop le about th e Great Plains p roject and ex actly wh at 
it would do and mean to th em.

Bargain Basement Special 


Wh en it comes to a good deal, th e 
city could come up with th e all-time p rize. 
Such would be th e case if it acquires for 
p ark p urp oses th e former Agronomy Farm 
area it wants in North east Lincoln from 
th e Univ ersity of Nebraska. 
Th e land will not come p articularly 
ch eap from th e univ ersity . An area equal 
to th e size of Pioneers Park would cost 
at least $500,000 and p robably more. But 
th e city is h op ing to obtain 50 p er cent 
federal and 25 p er cent state match ing 
funds for th e p urch ase. With th at, th e city 
would p ut out $125,000 for an area with 
p ractically unlimited p otential for its p eo­ 
p le. 
It may not all work out th at way 
because all th e federal and state funds 
may not be forth coming to th e ex tent con­ 
temp lated but th e land would be a bargain 
regardless of h ow th e cost were sp lit up . 


It is p resently op en land, devoid of 
buildings th at so often run up th e cost 
of real estate. It is in th e h ands of a 
p ublic agency or institution rath er th an 
a sp eculator or develop er. 
It is v ery likely th at th e city may nev er 
again h av e such an op p ortunity as it now 
h as in th e case of th is p rop osed north east 
p ark addition. Th e p rop osed p ark land is 
even ideally located from a p op ulation 
distribution p oint of view. With p rop er 
develop ment, th e p ark would serv e th e 
recreational interests of th e entire area 
as well as th e sp ecific economic and growth 
interests of th e Havelock area. 
Th e p h y sical p rocess of finally acquir­ 
ing th e land will take time and its develop ­ 
ment would involve a number of y ears 
but a beginning is being made. Th e city 
sh ould make v ery sure th at th is fine asset 
docs not, someh ow’, slip away from it.

Mexico City 
— When Manhattan was a virtually 
uninhabited island in the middle ol the 14th century, Munich 
was a sleepy river town of 10,000 people. But Mexico 
City already had Iwcome the center of the Aztec culture 
and civilization with 60,000 homes. Even today this lovely 
city is almost six times larger than the German metropolis 
w'ith a rapidly expanding population of some seven million. 
If Munich’s expert observers at the recently concluded 
Olympic Games were wearing frowns as they headed back 
to their Bavarian homeland, such concern was understan­ 
dable. How can Munich, the Olympic site in 1972, ever 
match the almost matchless show that the Mexicans stag­ 
ed over the past fortnight with such surprising 00130* 


Somehow or other, though, they will. No one dreamed 


that Tokyo in 
1961 could come close to the sheer 


magnificaiice of the Home Olympics in 1960. But the in­ 
genious .lapanese came so close that the difference was 
barely discernible. .And if the Mexicans could not exactly 
produce a setting comparable to the grandeur that was 
Rome, they furnished the background for a record cascade 
of Olympic records. Performances alone unquestionably 
made these games the gieatest of them all. 


If the Olympics keep getting bettor, they also keep 
getting bigger and that’s a danger. Mexico’s fiesta drew 
at least 7,500 athletes from the 115 countries posting flag 
in the Olympic Village. Munich will attract far more 
because it is more centrally located and because the 
developing nations are supplying more and more athletes 
of international stature. 
Russians Slipping 
Little Kenya, for instance, took three gold medals 
in track and field, the same total as the huge Soviet 
Union. .As a matter of fact, the Russians slipped completely 
from the challenging role they once offered the United 
States, collapsing so badly that even the Kremlin took 
grumbling notice. 


Here is the gold medal total since 1952 when the Soviet 


first left its sanctuary behind the iron curtain and entered 
Olympic competition: (The U.S. total is given first) 42 
to 20, 32 to 37, 34 tu 43, 36 to 30 and now 46 to 30. 


Admittedly, it sounds chauvinistic to say that America 
produces the world’s best athletes in sports in which 
it is genuinely interested but the evidence of the last 
fortnight is indisputable. Yet it is difficult to believe that 
such a show of supremacy can continue indefinitely because 
others are applying .American know'-how and techniques 
to their training programs. In spite of all the medals 
— the United States collected 107 — the gap keeps narrow­ 
ing as any reputable eyewitness will attest. 
Marfcs Awesome 
Despite fears to the contrary, Mexico City’s mile-and-a- 
half altitude failed to mute the record crescendo. Some 
of those marks were so awesome that one wonders if 
they can be shattered at sealevel Munich. One thing is 
certain: “ The Bavarian capital will provide facilties at 
least equal to the superbly designed ones that served 
Mexico City. 


Ill one respect they would be an improvement. The 


Mexicans had their facilities scattered all over the 
landscape. The rowing course for instance, was some 
15 to 20 miles from the center of town, the Olympic 
Village a dozen miles away and the Estadio Olimpico 
10 miles. Since normal Mexican traffic resembles the 
Long Island expressway on a bad day, travel to Venues 
was a shattering, time consuming problem. 


Munich prides itself on the compactness of its setup. 
Almost everything is in the one area and the subway 
system will whisk spectators in five minutes to the 
Oberwiesenfeld from the center of town, only 2 V2 miles 
away. There were occasions here when it took two hours 
to get back to town and athletes had long trips by bus 
every time they left the village. In Munich they will 
be able to walk if they so desire. 
Munich To Conform 
The Munich schedule also will conform to the ones 
the Romans used and which the Japanese followed. Track 
and field will provide the grand windup. That’s as it 
should be because there seemed to be an anticlimatic 
letdown once the main show in the stadium had ended. 


And Munich also will return to a sensible time of 


year. Melbourne held its games in November of 1956. Tokvo 
in October of 1964 and Mexico City in October of 1968, 
thereby violently disrupting the educational existence of 
most American Olympians. .Many had to stay out of school 
or college for one semester. But Munich will open its 
show on Aug. 26,1972. 


Mexico City achieved phenomenal success with its 
international spectacle, so much so that Munich will be 
hard pressed to surpass it. But the efficient Germans 
probably will because the Olympic Games always seem 
to bound from one peak to an even higher one.
